"S  IS  FOR  SOUTHPORT" 


has  great  significance  for  Perry  Township.  For  prior  to  the 
change  of  location  and  the  building  of  the  new  Perry  Township 
High  school  building  and  its  dedication  in  193  0,  the  school  had 
existed  in  Southport  although  it  served  the  entire  township. 

There  at  Southport  it  was  that  we  won  recognition  in  ath¬ 
letics,  and  our  teams  were  named  for  the  location  of  the  school. 
The  block  "S”  became  well  known  as  early  as  1917  when  it 
marked  one  of  the  greatest  basketball  teams  in  Indiana.  Our 
track  squad  won  a  county  championship  in  1920.  In  1924  "S” 
identified  winners  of  the  county  basketball  championship.  Again 
in  192  8  the  big  "S”  blazoned  the  way  to  another  county  cham¬ 
pionship  in  basketball. 

When  the  new  building  was  planned,  it  was  thought  fitting 
to  incorporate  in  the  architecture  some  memento  of  the  great  past 
of  this  fine  school  and  its  splendid  graduates.  To  tie  the  South- 
port  of  the  past  with  the  new  Perry  Township  High  School,  great 
stone  plaques  with  the  carved  "S”  were  placed  above  the  portals 
on  the  north  and  south  entrances. 

Thus  it  is  that  we  are  the  Perry  Township  High  School  but 
are  more  often  called  "Southport”.  The  Alumni  of  Southport 
High  School  are  our  Alumni  as  well  as  those  who  graduated  from 
Glenns  Valley  and  old  "Number  Nine”  now  rebuilt  and  known  as 
Bluff  Avenue  School.  In  this  way  does  "S”  stand  for  our 
glorious  present  as  well  as  our  illustrious  past.

r  H  E  SENIOR  CLASS 

began  its  eventful  journey  four  years  ago  when  a  group  of  one  hundred  ninety- 
three  students  entered  Southport  High  School.  This  was  their  first  step  toward 
their  long  expected  high  school  education. 

Under  the  careful  guidance  of  their  sponsor,  Mrs.  Etta  Walton,  they  over¬ 
came  many  freshman  trials  and  tribulations.  In  their  class  election,  they  chose 
Omer  Thomas  as  president,  Ruth  Hohlt  as  vice-president,  and  Sarah  Burch  as 
secretary-treasurer. 


With  the  first  step  of  their  high  school  education  completed,  they  en¬ 
rolled  in  their  sophomore  year  as  a  class  of  one  hundred  eighty-four.  In  this 
year  they  lost  much  of  their  timidity  and  partook  in  more  of  the  school’s 
activities.  The  election  of  class  officers  was  held  under  the  supervision  of  Mr. 
Paul  Cockrill.  John  Ferger  was  elected  president;  Edith  Robbins,  vice-presi¬ 
dent;  and  Ruth  Hohlt,  secretary-treasurer. 

By  nineteen  hundred  thirty-seven,  they  had  gained  the  rank  of  juniors, 
and  that  year  proved  to  be  a  busy  year  for  one  hundred  fifty-eight  students. 
Th  rough  the  co-operation  of  their  sponsor,  Mrs.  Alice  Black,  and  John  Ferger 
as  president,  Russell  Foster  as  vice-president,  and  Edna  McDermet  as  secre¬ 
tary-treasurer,  they  proudly  presented  a  three  act  comedy  entitled  'Tittle  Miss 
Fortune”  which  was  directed  by  Mrs.  Black.  With  the  proceeds  from  this 
play,  they  gave  a  most  enjoyable  Junior-Senior  Reception. 

In  nineteen  hundred  thirty-eight,  one  hundred  thirty-three  dignified  seniors 
enrolled  for  their  final  year,  while  others  did  not  return  for  one  reason 
or  another.  This  year  they  were  very  fortunate  in  having  Mr.  Robins  as  their 
sponsor,  and  elected  Edna  McDermet  president,  Jack  Nichols  vice-president, 
and  Mildred  Clampitt  secretary-treasurer. 

"Don’t  Ever  Grow  Up”,  a  three-act  play  given  by  the  seniors  under  the 
direction  of  Miss  Jane  Ludwig,  proved  that  this  class  had  talent  in  the  art  of 
acting.  Probably  the  greatest  achievement  of  the  senior  class  was  the  publica¬ 
tion  of  the  "Anchor”,  of  which  Miss  Kersey  was  the  sponsor.  A  light  mystery 
called  "The  Haunted  Castle”  was  given  by  the  Anchor  Staff  under  the  direc¬ 
tion  of  Miss  Kersey. 

On  April  21  they  were  the  guests  of  the  juniors  at  the  Junior-Senior  Re¬ 
ception  which  was  enjoyed  by  everyone.  They  concluded  their  high  school 
career  with  many  festivities  and  ceremonies  including  the  Baccalaureate  Service, 
the  Senior  Girls’  Tea,  the  Senior  Breakfast,  Commencement  Exercises,  Honor 
Day,  and  the  Alumni  Dance.

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E  HISTORY  OF  THE  JUNIOR  CLASS 


began  on  September  6,  1936  when  each  member  made  his  first 
appearance  in  that  higher  school  of  learning  for  which  he  had  so 
long  and  anxiously  waited.  Then  one  hundred  seventy-nine 
strong,  they  bounded  forward  ready  to  struggle  and  reap  their 
rewards.  They  had  come. 


Under  the  careful  guidance  of  Hugh  Thompson,  sponsor, 
they  progressed.  Nor  could  a  better  choice  of  class  leadership 
have  been  made  with  Ronald  Fowler  as  president;  Marjorie  Neva 
Miller  as  vice-president;  and  Morton  Higgins  guarding  the  treas¬ 
ury.  Having  completed  one  fourth  of  their  journey,  they  re¬ 
turned  the  next  year  as  sophomores. 


A  few  quit  school,  several  moved  away,  but  new  students  built 
up  the  force  to  one  hundred  eight-one.  For  this  term  we  find 
Mortimer  Schussler  taking  the  post  of  president,  Wallace  Moore 
was  vice-president,  and  Jean  Robbins  holding  the  position  of  sec¬ 
retary-treasurer.  Miss  Helen  Chandler  was  the  sponsor. 


So,  much  more  experienced  and  with  a  little  more  knowledge, 
they  returned  as  the  juniors  of  ’3  8.  Now,  next  in  importance 
to  the  Seniors,  the  calendar  seemed  to  be  full  of  events  for  them. 


As  juniors,  the  group  of  one  hundred  fifty-three  elected  to  the 
responsible  position  of  president,  the  popular  Gordon  MacBeth, 
Lillie  Quebe  for  vice-president,  and  Geraldine  Kreider  as  secre¬ 
tary-treasurer.  This  year  the  task  of  seeing  that  the  jun¬ 
iors  met  their  social  events  fell  to  the  most  capable  Mrs.  Alice 
Black,  the  most  important  of  which  was  the  reception  given  for 
the  seniors  by  the  juniors.  "Parents  and  Pigtails”  was  their  play.

class  started  in  September  of  the  year  nineteen  hundred 
thirty-seven.  Approximately  one  hundred  eighty  freshmen 
entered  the  doors  of  Southport  High  School  to  begin  four  years 
of  the  study  and  toil  needed  to  earn  a  diploma.  After  a  few  days 
of  roaming  through  halls  and  looking  for  the  various  rooms,  their 
schedules  gradually  became  fixed  routines. 

They  thought  they  were  insignificant  among  the  sophomores, 
juniors,  and  the  dignified  seniors,  but  a  few  of  their  fellow  fresh¬ 
men  won  distinction.  Mr.  Hugh  Thompson,  their  good-natured 
sponsor,  held  an  election  of  class  officers.  They  chose  the  able 
and  efficient  William  Wright  to  act  as  president.  Everett  James 
was  elected  vice-president,  and  Rex  Jackson  was  made  secretary- 
treasurer.  An  achievement  contest  was  held  at  Butler  University 
with  twelve  of  the  freshmen  participating.  Of  these,  Dorothy 
Wright  received  second  place  in  the  algebra  test  and  Phyllis  Blair 
won  first  place  in  English  composition. 

Late  in  the  year  their  first  social  venture,  a  party,  was  held. 
In  keeping  with  their  extreme  youth,  the  party  was  held  in  the 
afternoon.  In  this  way  their  first  year  in  high  school  ended,  not 
exactly  in  a  blaze  of  glory,  but  in  a  glow  of  satisfaction  at  having 
completed  the  freshman  year  without  too  many  of  the  customary 
freshmen  casualties. 

In  September,  nineteen  hundred  thirty-eight  they  came  back  as 
sophomores.  There  were  only  about  one  hundred  sixty  of  them; 
some  had  quit  school,  others  transfered,  but  several  from  other 
schools  soon  joined  their  ranks. 

The  class  officers  for  the  sophomore  year  were  elected  as 
iollows:  President,  Robert  Fleenor;  vice-president,  John  Catter- 
son;  and  secretary-treasurer,  Phyllis  Blair. 

Miss  Helen  Chandler  was  the  class  sponsor.  As  they  were 
considered  a  little  more  grown-up,  they  held  their  party  in  the 
evening  on  the  thirteenth  of  February.

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THE  HISTORY  OF  THE  FRESHMEN 


class  is  a  remarkable  record.  They  were  combined  into  a  class  of  two  hundred 
six  who  came  timidly  trooping  into  this  building  in  the  fall  of  193  8  with 
wonder  in  their  faces  and  a  lingering  dread  in  their  hearts,  willing  of  course, 
but  terribly  frightened.  Six  tributaries,  Edgewood,  University  Heights,  Bluff 
Avenue  School,  Southport,  Glenn’s  Valley,  and  St.  Roch’s  are  the  elementary 
schools  which  gladly  sent  their  veritable  streams  of  graduates  to  give  Southport 
High  School  its  graduating  class  of  1942. 

To  say  they  were  frightened  during  the  first  few  weeks  of  school  would 
certainly  be  putting  the  facts  much  too  mildly.  Those  who  had  been  the 
grown-ups,  the  independents,  the  respected,  and  the  learned  in  their  mother 
schools  had  suddenly  been  turned  into  a  maelstrom  of  chaos  and  confusion  upon 
which  upper  classmen  looked  down  with  curiosity  and  derision.  Their  dignity 
and  conceit  which  had  accumulated  during  the  past  years  suddeny  dissolved 
into  thin  air.  Once  more  they  felt  like  small  children  entering  school  for  the 
first  time,  and  would  gladly  have  welcomed  the  friendly  comfort  and  pro¬ 
tection  of  their  mamas. 

Time  elapsed,  and  with  its  passing  their  confusion  and  difficulties  grad¬ 
ually  ironed  themselves  into  a  smooth  succession  of  daily  repetitions.  The  same 
classes,  the  same  faces,  and  the  congenial  but  firm  teachers  furnished  the 
sedative,  and  soon  the  largest  class  in  the  history  of  the  high  school  was  launched 
toward  that  hoped  for  but  ever  flickering  goal,  the  sheepskin  four  years  hence. 

At  the  beginning  of  the  second  month  of  school,  they  were  sufficiently  sta¬ 
bilized  and  acquainted  to  organize  as  a  class,  choose  their  officers,  and  become 
one  of  the  fixed  entities  of  the  school. 

The  election  was  held  under  the  direction  of  Mr.  Hugh  Thompson,  the 
sponsor.  They  chose  as  their  president,  James  Bovard;  vice-president,  William 
Webb;  and  Rosemary  Haviland  as  their  secretary-treasurer. 

They  are,  on  the  whole,  a  happy  group,  but  as  the  sunshine  is  often  ob¬ 
scured  by  the  clouds,  so  has  their  joy  often  been  darkened  by  the  thinning  of 
their  ranks.  The  number  dwindled  to  one  hundred  ninety-seven.  Some 
moved  from  the  community,  and  some,  lacking  the  necessary  fortitude  or  abil¬ 
ity,  dropped  by  the  wayside.  But  since  sorrows  rather  than  pleasures  build  soul 
and  character,  they  found  themselves  after  each  disappointment  stronger  and 
more  determined  than  ever  before.
